The tuts, conducted by repreaen- 
tatlvea ot tha civil leronautJci ad- 
tnlnUtratlon, wer« made to deter- 
mine the feasibility of InstalUng the 
'omnldlrectlon range navigation aid 
4t the local alrlleld. The omni- 
range has elenftnla In common with 
other types ot radio ranges and di- 
rection finding systems. However, 
It represents a definite refinement 
In practice. 

Technically, the omnirange fur- 
nlshet magnetic beirlng Inlonna- 
tlon with respect to the range sU- 
tlon and provides dellnlte course 
guidance in its aervlce area.

Seldom In modem Democratic party his- 
tory boa the altuatlon Burroundlng the 
choice ot a presidential nominee been so 
fluid so near to nominating time as It is this 
year. 

Senntor Kefauver of Tennessee, with an 
acknowledged 250 delegates In the bag and 
possibly another 50 to come, Is the probable 
Iront-runner. But few it any political experts 
expect him to capture the prize. He Is not 
wanted by the pTOtcsslonals in the northern 
big cities, and he is not acceptable to stand- 
ard southern Democrats. 

Hla advantage lies In his demonstrated 
Btrensth at the polls and the fact that he 
iB up ttiera and must be knocked down. But 
he hoj » long way to go to the 616 votes nec- 
essary to nominate at the Democratic conven- 
tion In Chtcago. 

Since .the Tennewean la not a favorite of 
powsriu: ejomentj! in the party, what kind 
of candidate do they want? 

The avowed choice of the south is Sen- 
ator Euasell of Georgia, who will come into 
Chicago with a alzable block of southern 
"HoregfttesrBnthB-Krnot-a aerloufl proBpectrJor- - 
ho Ib totally unacceptable. to northern Demo- 
crat!. 

In fact, the real aim of his candidacy la 
not to win the nomination but to avoid a 
north-Bouth aplit in hla party, alter the fash- 
ion of the 194S Dbdecrat revolt. Rusaell la an 
able and reapected man, and la bent upon 
gaining adequate representation for the 
Bouth'B Viewpoint Inside rather than outside 
the party. 

In the judgment of soma observers, it Is 
RoMell'* (tature plua President Truman's 
withdrawal that haa made the Democratic 
race so Bingulatly calm and quiet up to now. 
There are no controversial figures In the 
picture to aenre as a focus of bittemesa. . 

Qov. Adial Stevenaon of nilnola la un- 
questionably atlll the favorite ol many big 
city ptofeaslonals and a lot of others. His 
■ record and his stand on the Issues make 
him highly acceptable to all wlnga ot the 
party. 

He has not said he wUl refuse a draft at 
the convention, and unless he does he must 
be rated tops among the real possibilities. His 
reluctance to run disturbs some politicians, 
but their alternatives are not too promising. 

Avercll Harriman, mutual security admin- 
istrator, Is maWog « tiy, but the feeling Is 
widespread that he lacks the popular ap- 
peal needed. 

Vice PresldMit Barkley and Speaker Ray- 
bum, both veteran Democratic leaders on 
capltol hill, meet the test of acceptability— 
with the single reservation of their advanced 
age. Both are well Kkecf by professionals, and 
neither Is an extremist; they are natural 
comprbmlsera of party differences. A quiet 
drive la afoot vnong lawmakers, to put Ray- 
bum across on a late ballot at Chicago. 

The logic of acceptability and salablUty 
brings leading Democrats back to Stevenson 
_ again and again. 

SHOWDOWN ON SCHOOL FILMS 

It's to the credit of wide awake parents and 
the Chamber of Commerce In Twin Falls 
that the film, "People ot the USSR," Is fi- 
nally being challenged as un-AmerlcAn and 
unfit to be shown youngsters In our schools. 

When the film became a controversial 
Issue locally after being shown in the Twin- 
Falls schools, there was an apparent attempt 
to minimize its Implications. It was defend- 
ed by some as being "educational," Othera 
maintained It had "historical" value. 

But atrangely enough, no one could deny 
that it was far from being factual, and that 
raised serious doubt as to either Its "educa- 
tional" or "historical" value. 

At first the Impression may have gone out 
that V/ashlngton State college was the only 
educational Institution from whose film 
library the "People ot the USSR" was avail- 
able. 

Now ft develops that at least il organiza- 
tions, schools and city libraries throughout 
the country have one or more prints of this 
same film In their possession lor public use. 
It also comes to light that JuUen Bryan, 
whose parraUon gives the film its purpose as 
Russian propagandA,has an InUrestlng back- 
ground, details of which appeared In the 
Times-News this past week. 

We were glad to see Dr. W. A. pearl, presi- 
dent of Washington SUt« college, make a 
special trip to Twin Falls to clarity his 
' school's position in the matter and to offer 
his assistance In bringing this type of propa- 
ganda In our schools to an end. 

We are - glad also that the congressional 
delegations from Idaho and Washington are 
" jaAlDg la the fight to help protect us from 
' Atrthor loroEds by the world's worst enemy. 
And we're particularly proud of the fact 
that ours ms the only community among the 
htmdrods which have been exposed to this 
elere'r bit of Russian propaganda, .that was 
alut to Its Implications and woiild go to 
. tha trouble ol doing something about it. 
Wby should W0 spend billions of dollars 
figbtlns the (iominunlsta In Korea, preparing 
oiftselvw Jor a MvalUe ftU-out world war 
with Rusalu, »nif on aatl-communlst prop- 
.affondt owseoi, U waVe - going tO' permit 
red propaganda to raise «erlous doubts in the 
minds ol ^ungitotrns^t In own schools?
